WHAT "SENIOKITY" MEAJTS. 


Outside the ranks of railroad work- 


ers arid officials there is not generally 
a "very clear understanding o£ the 
meaning and. importance of tho term 
"seniority,"- as applied:to employment 
in the railroad service. Some persons 
have a hazy idea that itb-as something 
tp-do with the promotion of employes, 
and that is about as far as their 
knowledge 'of the subject goes. No^/ 
that the. seniority issue,- which was 
not included.in the original demands, 
but has developed since the strike be- 
gan, has become the barrier to a 
"settlement, 'more,' definite information 
concerning it is essential to an intelli- 
gent understanding.of t£e reasons "why 
it is now the principal subject of con- 
tention between the parties to thft 
strike. 


Seniority in each .class of railroad 


employes means that those who have 
served.,continuously in a class are 
rated, in the list according to the 
length of their sevice, those serving 
longest being at the head. Having at- 
tained tbat rating means that they have 
first call upon promotions, desirable 
transfers and continuous employment 
when conditions arise requiring forces 
'to.be reduced. 


For the classes of men now on strike 


the seniority rules wero promulgated 
by the United States Hailroad Labor 
Board .on November 23," 1921; as. an 
addendum to Decision No. 222. The. 
chief provisions of these rules are:
